Alturas Murder 
Trial Opens 


Defense Succeeds In 
Dodging Quiz 
By Alienists 


ALTURAS (P—Victorious in the 
first clash of his legal fight for life, 
Harry French, 30, went to trial in Su- 
perior Court today on a murder charge 
arising from the slaying of Claude L. 
McCracken, Alturas publisher. 

French assertedly shot McCracken 
to death as the climax to a feud be- 
tween the editor and French’s par- 
ents, who publish the weekly Alturas 
Plain Dealer. 

In the columns of his mimeographed 
publication, McCracken carried stories 
of McCrackens who were heroes and 
French’s who were scoundrels and 
thieves. Stories of persons named Mc- 
Cracken who were in disrepute found 
their way into the Plain Dealer as the 
feud continued. 

The first legal joust of French’s 
trial arose when the defendant, who 
has pleaded not guilty and not guilty 
by reason of insainity, refused to sub- 
mit to examination by court-appointed 
alienists. 

Defense Counsel Luke S. Howe of 
Sacramento, succeeded in forcing Dis- 
trict Attorney A. K. Wylie to abandon
